Cross Fade Ruined. Well! An improvement over 
the last demo. This death metal band is technical 
and has good sound. The lyrics to "Rape For 
Profit’ are cool. $4 USA, $5 overseas to Scot 
Trollan, 191 Mastic Blvd, Mastic NY 11950, USA. 


Dead World Collusion Relapse Records(by Mason). 
From the looks of their bio, these guys seem to 
think they’re hot shit.

Save your money for the new Cathe- 
dral. 


Deicide Update. Animal Militia, a militant animal 
rights group, claimed responsibility for exploding a 
bomb at a Deicide gig in Sweden. Sadly, the band 
survived and released Amon: Feasting The Beast, a 
comp. of its two demos. Why did the band have 
the first demo remixed for this release? If it didn’t 
want people hearing the original production, why 
release it at all?

Sexual Idolatry: 
Worshipping A Basic Animal Function

One of the greatest devices used to promote 
conformity in the Western culture is that of sex- 
uality. It not only dictates our behavior in day to 
day life, it defines who we are. We live in a society 
where the utmost value is placed on such a com- 
mon, superficial act in which all animals take part. 
We are supposedly so advanced as humans, yet so 
primitive in our mindsets. Sexism is the primary by- 
product of this, as is homophobia. It’s interesting 
to me to see those who claim to be liberated from 
society’s pseudo-moralistic tendencies allow them- 
selves to be so concerned with such a superficial 
thing. 

Many of those claiming to be "alternative" are 
actually so judgmental by the standards of Western/ 
Christian morality that the entire idea of these 
individuals as being "rebellious" or against social 
norms is absurd. These are the true subjugators of 
individual freedom -- the wolf in sheep’s clothing, 
so to speak. It’s easy to know your enemy when he 
wears a suit and tie and fucks you over in front of 
your face, but it’s not so easy to distinguish among 
the so-called "alternative" crowd, whether it be 
metal, progressive, punk, hardcore, etc. Many do 
not offer an alternative to society; they just disguise 
the same old shit in a different way. 

It’s completely horrifying how much influence 
sexuality has over our lives. If we dare to admit to 
ourselves that we are sexually diverse, it may be at 
the cost of our friends and family members’ accept- 
ance. We allow sexuality to literally define us: I am 
not "sexually diverse;" I am a homosexual or a bi- 


sexual. I am not "one to have sexual relations with 
people of the opposite sex;" rather, I am a hetero- 
sexual. Our society is based on the physical, the 
flesh, rather than intrinsic values. It is literally 
impossible to conquer sexism in this environment -- 
to do so would mean tearing down this system and 
completely changing it, and doing away with the old 
Western traditional Christian mindset which is 
responsible for not only being permissive of sexual 
oppression but for promoting it, warning that any- 
one who dares be true to his/her self-realized 
nature will be punished by burning in Hell. Our 
lives are constructed in such a manner as that we 
are taught at an early age what is and what is not 
appropriate, and for many individuals a period of 
re-examination and re-assignment (or abolishment) 
of those programmed values are never realized. As 
an end result, we contribute to sexual idolatry and 
introduce an intolerance of sexual diversity this 
system and its "morality" promotes. 

The only hope for a change lies in the individ- 
ual. It relies on a rejection of outdated standards 
whose validity was questionable to begin with, and 
the rejection of the importance society places on 
sexuality. An orgasm lasts a few fleeting seconds, 
but more substantial emotional and intellectual rela- 
tionships have the potential for a much more lasting 
effect, and are of much more importance than per- 
forming a common animal act. I protest through 
my celibacy, and though I don’t expect others to 
follow that course, the change is up to the individ- 
ual. Don’t allow yourself to be defined by your 
sexual preference, and don’t allow yourself to be 
subdued by the system by giving credibility to the 
oppressive sexual hierarchy of humanity. We are 
living, emotional, intellectual beings, not slabs of 
flesh.

9:30 Club, Washington, D.C. 


The night started off with the openers, Avail, 
formerly from the once jumping Reston, VA hard- 
core scene, playing its now emocore stylings. The 
band, years ago, moved down to Richmond, VA, 
and changed the lineup. The music was pretty 
happy sounding, and not bad. There were a num- 
ber of hardcore types, as well as metalheads, getting 
into the songs. Avail has an album out on Catheter 
Records, PO Box 12061, Richmond VA 23241, 
USA. 

Gwar, also from Richmond, came on next, and 
proceeded to kill all sorts of people on stage, 
including concert security, a cop, a bishop from the 
clergy, a member of the road crew, and so on. The 
band also acted out parts of Rock ’N’ Roll Never 
Felt So Good’ off America Must Be Destroyed, out 
on Metal Blade Records. Gwar also belted out 
tunes from Hell-O/, and at one point the reanimated 
corpse of Techno-Destructo took control of two 
Gwar slaves, and of course a huge fight ensued. In 
addition to playing songs off Scumdogs Of The Uni- 
verse (Horror Of Yig,’ The Salaminizer’), Slymen- 
stra Hymen blew a fireball on stage, and Oderus 
Urungus dared some supposedly gun-toting audi- 
ence goers to shoot him right then and there. I got 
totally splattered with blood, but I didn’t get any 
brains on the head like last time. 

What a gig! The show was booked at the 9:30 
over two nights, so ’m sure Gwar played other 
favorites on the other night.

California’s Epidemic came on and played in 
support of its Metal Blade debut, Decameron. The 
band’s variety of death metal with some thrash 
influences didn’t go over with much enthusiasm with 
the crowd, to say the least, but I thought the band 
played very intensely. When the singer said that 
this was the best show so far, I didn’t know whether 
to think he was being sarcastic as hell or what, until 
I found out that the gig was only Epidemic’s fourth 
on the tour, and maybe it was the best show. Also, 
the band was selling both its demos for one price, 
which I thought was a good idea. 

Suffocation from New York came on next. In 
support of Roadrunner Records’ Effigy Of The For- 
gotten, the band’s first album, the group played 
several songs off that one and a few new ones, 
which will be on the band’s new album, which it was 
in the middle of recording. This being the first 
show on the tour for the technical death metal 
band, Suffocation went over very well with the 
audience and did a good job. 

Roadrunner’s Malevolent Creation from Flor- 
ida played next. Of course the band played several 
songs off of both its death metal albums, The Ten 
Commandments and Retribution, the new one. The 
band’s style to me seemed a bit more basic than the 
other two bands, whose riffs sounded more compli- 
cated. The crowd was eating it up. A weird thing 
was, one of the guitarists disappeared from the 
stage five or so songs before the set was over.

Do you voice your opinions in the editorial 
column more to make people think or more to get 
things off your chest? 

"As far as my ’column’ goes, well, for a long 
time, people were telling me to put more of me into 
it. I’m not really sure how I put it into action, it’s 
only been in the last few issues, and think about a 
lot of shit constantly, so it just seemed sort of 
natural. I just started writing some things that I’ve 
been thinking about -- for both reasons, yeah, to get 
it out of me, and to make people think. I mean, if 
I just wanted to get it off my chest, I could leave it 
in my daily journal and feel OK. I guess I’m kinda 
interested in hearing what other people think about 
these things, so it’s sort of, well, something to think 
about and maybe make a (written) conversation out 
of. 

"I never really thought about a motive behind 
it. I just started it, and, well, people seem to be 


into it, and seem to relate, so that’s cool. I’m happy 
to share my ideas, and if they mean anything to any- 
one, great. If not, oh well." 

To your knowledge, what was the most bizarre 
classified you ever received for 
enclosure in your ’zine? One that 
made you think, "This person needs 
professional help"? 

"Well, I get a lot of weird shit. I 
don’t know about the most bizarre, but 
the worst classifieds I’ve gotten were 
after Flipside did an interview and ran 
a photo (which was my mistake of not 
thinking) and I got all this fucked up 
mail from horny guys, mostly in prison 
-- all the way to a dick tracing. Now 
that totally freaked me out, but it also 
really pissed me off, ’cause, well, peo- 
ple just don’t get it, ya know." 

How do you think the SEHC 
scene has evolved/disintegrated over 
the years? 

"SE? Shit, I really don’t even give 
it any thought. I mean, it’s like some- 
thing I’m not involved in and I really 
don’t care about. I used to really like 
a lot of the first bands of that scene: 
Minor Threat, Uniform Choice. But I 
don’t know. I’m not SE myself and 
when the whole thing turned into yet 
another clique, I really lost interest in 
it, to the point that it was a turn off to 
me. I guess because I don’t consider 
myself part of that clique, well, it really 
got hammered into the ground and 
became totally boring. It’s kinda too 
bad. It’s not like it was a bad thing; I 
think it was actually a totally cool 
movement (rather positive), and I 
totally respect people [who] choose to 
be straight edge,’ but as far as the 
label relating to a clique within hard- 
core, to me it’s something that died a 
while ago. 

"I know people still consider 
themselves and call themselves [SE], 
but how much of that now is jumping 
onto or hanging onto a label or group, 
and how much of it is about the no 
drinking, no smoking, maybe no sex 
ideas? I think it moved way beyond 
that, so there is all this stigma that 
goes along with the label.”

Who did you want for president and why? 
Are you apathetic about government? 

"The entire election process is a joke. It’s just 
a competition for the better of two evils. No, ’m 
not apathetic to government. I think the whole 
thing is totally fucked up and there wasn’t anyone 
running that J knew about that was worth voting for. 
If people in the punk underground all got together 
and voted for some individual, as a write-in, just 
think of the potential. No, I’m sure that they 
wouldn’t get elected, but with all these fanzines and 
shit, if people really followed it, started some little 
’campaign,’ and everyone voted for that person, it 
would be enough to be noticed. It’s an interesting 
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Finland has a band on the scene in the form of 
God Forsaken. The two-year old group has put out 
a death metal demo under the name "Putrid," and 
later released a 7', God Forsaken, that is more 
doom and gloom. After the name change and a 
complete crossover to Black Sabbath-esque gloom 
metal, the band has recorded an album, called 
Dismal Gleams Of Desolation, on Adipocere 
Records. Below Hannu Kujanen talks about the 
album and other things. 

Tell us how you like the way the album turned 
out, and what you wish you could change about it. 

"Well, we will see when the first test pressing 
comes, but the sound on master tape was OK, even 
better than we first thought. Anyway, there isn’t 
nothing I 
would like 
to change. 
It is our 
first album 
and of 
course we 
can be 
better on 
next one, I 
think." 

How 
are the 
Putrid 
fans react- 
ing to God 
Forsaken? 


"Generally 
they like 
us still, 
even if we 
a new 
style, 
although someone said that we were better with the 
death metal style. Personally I think that we have 
got more people into us now, and that is good. We 
are kind of accepted and people like what we do." 

Why did you get another guitarist? 

"The reason was that I didn’t come up any 
good leads at all and I told to others that this band 
is missing something new. Also we need more ful- 
ler sound and not just one guitar can’t do it. So far 
everything is working out fine. The new guitarist is 
very good indeed." 

Is the army still affecting the band? 

"Yes. It will be again because the new guitar- 
ist will join the army next year. The drummer and 


vocalist served their duties between autumn ’91 and 
spring 92. But now we know what to do when 
someone of us is in the army, and I think we will 
survive through that time when the guitarist will be 
off." 

Do you in general agree with the current 
administration in the Finnish government? Are 
you satisfied on the whole with the job it’s doing? 

"Well, I think they are trying to ’repair’ the 
mistakes that the last Prime Minister/Government 
did, and now they are cutting/ saving everything, 
and no one won’t be saved; the taxes are very high 
now. For an example: my paycheck is a lot smaller 
now than one year ago. Generally I agree with the 
government and I know that something must be 
done to 
get Fin- 
land rich 
again.

We take it just 
one day at the time." 

What do you get compared to a lot nowadays 
that you would agree with, music-wise? 

"Hmm .. . someone said that we sound like 
old Black Sabbath (the gods!) in some parts, and I 
agree with that, you know, because the mighty 
Iommi is the only one who can create a heavy metal 
riff as it should be! And, of course, we try to make 
the music from our own ideas. So far we haven’t

Mason did the following interview with one of 
his favorite bands: 


Resist is an anarcho-HC band from Portland, OR. 
The band has a godly album out now, The Solution, 
available for $6 through Ward. Thanks to him for 
the interview. Ward/Resist, 3206 SE Rex, Portland 
OR 97202, USA. 

During your European tour, did you feel that 
Resist wa somewhat of a novelty item, or experience 
any "worship" being an American band? 

"Yes, in a way, because it was clear from early 
on in the tour that most people didn’t know who we 
were -- they just knew we were American HC’ 
American punk/HC is pretty popular there and a 
band can go over there and tour successfully when 
they can’t do it in the U.S. I didn’t sense any 
’worship’ or whatever just because we’re American, 
but it did get a lot of people interested in what we 
were like. I know a lot of people like NYHC style 
bands in Europe. One club even put ’from NYC’ 
on a flyer of ours!!" 

In another interview we did, you said that 
Resist was more Marxist in philosophy than anar- 
chist. However, Profane Existence has sort of 
embraced Resist as an anarchist band. Do you feel 
this is sort of strange considering the obvious 
differences in philosophy between Marxism and 
anarchism? 

"In that interview I was just describing my 
personal views, which for me are almost equally 
influenced by anarchism and marxism/socialism. 
Overall, Resist is probably more anarchist than 


anything else. 1 don’t think PE’s off much by 
considering us anarchist. 

"As for the differences between anarchism and 
Marxism, I think both groups have an almost equal 
number of drawbacks. I think both groups spend 
too much time listening to only one viewpoint. 
Sure, the RCP is silly (and homophobic), but I’ve 
never heard a Marxist ridicule anarchists, and I’ve 
met many anarchists’ who are totally against anyone 
Marxist, and it’s too bad, because in Europe the left 
is a lot more unified and the different groups work 
together, instead of just sitting around, talking shit 
about each other." 

In an anarchist society, music, nor anything 
else, would reduced to a commodity by business/ 
profit. In the sense of being true to anarchist 
ideals, do you think an anarchist band could justify 
selling records, t-shirts, etc.? 

"I guess. 1 mean, bartering/trading is going to 
be awfully difficult to implement in an anarchist 
society, and right now, I don’t think there’s anything 
wrong with selling records or t-shirts, as long as the 
prices are relatively non-profit (although there’s 
nothing wrong with a little profit).” 

In reference to the last question, since anar- 
chist bands do sell their material, that in itself is 
a compromise to the System. Do you then agree 
that possibly it is valid to destroy the System 
within the infrastructure? 

"Not really. Money spent in the ’underground 
punk scene’ is nine times out of ten not taxed -- it 
circumvents ’the system.’ Anything (books/’zines/ 
records/etc.) that requires money to do will most 


likely have to be funded by money. How many 
printers will trade anything for a print job?" 

Then is voting or even signing to a record 
justified in this sense? 

"Voting isn’t totally a compromise. Some 
things can only be changed by participatory democ- 
racy -- bricks through a bank window won’t decide 
who sits on the Supreme Court! We make compro- 
mises every day -- it’s up to the individual to decide 
how many (or few!) to make." 

Do you think that a state of anarchy (i.e., 
utopia) is truly possible, or an ideal that we strive 
for with no true expectation of witnessing? 

"No chance. How many people could handle 
something like that? Only some of my friends, and 
fewer of my relatives, and none of the dumbshits I 
work with would be able to adapt. It’s human 
nature -- most of us humans are ignorant, stupid, 


On your album, the song "Sellout" refers to 
Napalm Death, Youth Of Today, etc. What exactly 
is your definition of "selling out"? 

"It’s not anything easy to define. Someone like 
Nirvana, say, never claimed to be a DIY punk band, 
while Napalm Death and Youth Of Today actually 
once did. Ray Cappo (YOT) was on Donahue 
complaining about big business/major labels and 
how they ‘rip off the scene’ -- and only months 
later, they get $20,000 from Caroline (so did 
Warzone! Would you even give $2 to those 
dorks?)." 

Do you foresee an insurgence within the next 
twenty years as certain social/political analysts 
have predicted? 

"Yes, because one, a swing to the right (i.c., 
the last twelve years) is usually followed by a swing 
to the left. Two, things are going to get much 


and selfish, even if many are well meaning. That 
does not mean that a better world is not possible, 
but we shouldn’t expect something unrealistic." 

Anarchist philosophy claims that man is 
inherently good, corrupted by governments. What 
are your thoughts about this? 

"Man is corrupted by anything and everything - 
- governments just do an unfair share of the cor- 
rupting! I think most people would say they ’mean 
well,’ but hell, so did Adolph Hitler and a lot of 
other assholes." 

Do you believe that abortion would exist in an 
anarchist society? 

"I sure hope so! Abortion, drug use, etc., are 
issues of personal liberty and self-ownership of 
one’s body."

Any last words? 

"Goodbye cruel world!’ ‘I’ve been shot!’

It’s amazing that sales have been good 
since our tour with Pestilence was cut short in 
Europe and we haven’t toured at all in the U.S. It’s 
been totally the underground which has supported 
us with sales." 

Why do you think so many bands go to Scott 
Burns at Morrisound? 

"Scott is just a cool dude, period. Fuck all that 
‘whiz kid producer’ crap; Scott is a cool dude who 
is good at what he does. If you walk into another 


studio, you’ll spend 
all your time trying to 
tell the guy what you 


want . . . Scott 
knows." 

How do you feel 
about the whole 
controversy of sexism 
in the scene? 

"I haven’t given 
it much thought to 
tell the truth." 

How do you feel 
about homophobia? 

"My philosophy 
is live and let live. I 
figure homophobia is 
sorta like hysteria -- the extreme." 

Do you think death metal/grind is being 
somewhat exploited now that labels like Earache 
and Nuclear Blast are much larger than they were 
earlier? 

"The answer is ’yes’. A lot of mediocre bands 
are being signed just because the band can tune 
their guitars down to C, do death growls, and blast." 

Is the whole "stay underground" mentality 
dead? 

"I'd have to say ’no.’ I think that attitude is 
alive and well."

Judging by the demos we get, there’s a whole 
flock of death metal bands trying to cash in on the 
current trend. What do you think will happen to 
the scene when the labels find a new genre to 
exploit? 

"I think you're right about the market being 
saturated and it just leads to scene overkill. Labels 
should really be more selective when signing bands. 
It would be more competitive, but it would make 
the mediocre bands work that much harder. It 
would definitely improve the scene. Right now 
there’s so many bands on the market that people 
have to weed through it all to find what’s good." 

Do you think there’s any true validity to death 
metal lyrics, or do you not give a fuck about valid- 
ating them? 

"Since I write the lyrics for our songs, I feel 
like I have something valid to say. I do use a lot of 
metaphors to get my message across, and | think 
I’m dealing with valid concerns. I’m not into the 
hacking and slashing lyrics which is common to the 
genre." 

What do you think about the grind/noise scene 
that looks to be emerging? 

"Everyone should play the music that they’re 
comfortable with. I think we’ll be expanding quite 
a bit with our second LP, but that doesn’t mean 
commercialize." 

Do you feel 
Floridian bands? 

"I'd say friendly competition. We really try to 
help each other for the most part." 

Do you feel it’s a hinderance to be associated 
with the Florida death metal scene? 

"It does get a little old to be continually 
referred to as another death metal band coming out 
of Florida. On the other hand, the competition 
makes Florida bands work that much harder trying 
to get signed." 

Last words? 

"Thanks for the interview, Mason.I hope people 
will buy Jmperial Doom and check us out. Stay
